Check Your Tension First 

Unless your tension is exactly the same as given 
in pattern directions , you cannot expect your 
work to conform to the right measurements. 

Before commencing any garment, take the yarn 
and needles used in the pattern, cast on about 
20 sts. and knit about 20 rows in the stitch to 
be used. Compare the tension of your work 
with that given in the directions. If there is 
little difference between them loosen or tighten 
your tension when working. If the difference 
is great, change the size of your needles. 

Important 

Throughout this book, when pattern gives 
decreasing by casting off, the stitch left on the 
right-hand needle is included in the number of 
stitches quoted immediately after. 

In every pattern, an asterisk (*) means that the

The Three Basic Stitches 

Garter-Stitch : Plain knitting every row. 
Stocking-Stitch : Knit 1 row, purl 1 row 

alternately throughout. When the purl rows 
are intended to be right side, work is referred 
to as reverse stocking stitch. 

Moss-Stitch : On an odd number of stitches 
commence each row with K. 1, and work K. 1, 
P. 1, alternately throughout. On an even 
number of stitches, K. 1, P. 1 to end of 1st 
row, and begin each row with same stitch as 
finished previous row. Alw r ays have a knit 

stitch coming over a knit stitch of previous row.

10 (1 oz.) skeins Crochet wool in dark colour ; 
10 (1 oz.) skeins Crochet wool in white or con¬ 
trast colour ; 1 pair No. 9 needles ; 5 buttons \ 
1 narrow leather belt ; f- yard 1-inch wide elastic. 

Measurement$: 

To fit bust 34-36 inches ; length from shoulder 
to lower edge, 45 inches ; sleeve seam, 5 inches ; 
waist, 27 inches ; hips, 38 inches. 

Tension of Knitting: 

1\ sts. and 9 rows to 1 inch. 

Special Note: 

Dress is worked throughout with 2 rows of dark 
colour, alternating with 2 rows of light. Original 
model used grey and white. 

SKIRT-BACK: 

With No. 9 needles cast on 172 sts and* work 8 
rows in garter-st. Work 42 rows (approx. 4§ 
inches) in stocking-st.

Inc. 1 st. at beg. of every 
following 8th row 4 times. Work 7 rows. 
189*/* row —Inc. in 1st st., knit to end. 

Revers: 

190*/* row —K. 33, slip next 19 sts. to double 
# pointed needle, slip next 19 sts. to other 
double pointed needle, place both needles 
together," (right sides facing), cast off 19 
sts., working through double sts. Leave 
remaining 18 sts. on pin. 

1915* row —Join in wool, K. 33. Work 38 rows 
in garter-st. Cast off 11 at beg. of next and 
following 2 alt. rows. Return to 18 sts. on 
pin, join in wool. 

190*/* row —K. 18. Work 42 rows in garter-st. 
Cast off. 

LETT FRONT: 

Work as for Right Front, reversing shapings, 
casting off for armhole on 133rd row and revers 
on 190th row. 

SLEEVES (both alike): 

With No. 10 needles, cast on 54 sts. and work 
24 rows in garter-st. Inc. 1 st. at each end of 
next and every following 10th row until there 
are 88 sts. on needle. Inc. 1 st.-at each end of 
every 6th row 4 times. Knit 25 rows. 

235*/* row —Cast off 5, knit to end. 

236*/* row —Cast off 5, knit to end. 

Continue in garter-st., working 2 tog. at each 
end of next and every following alt. row 4 times, 
K. 2 tog. at each end of next and every following 


4th row 4 times, K. 2 tog. at each end of next 
and every following 2nd row 11 times, K. 2 tog. 
at each end of next and every row until 26 sts. 
remain. Cast off. 

To Make Up: 

Join side, sleeve and shoulder seams., Set in 
sleeves. Fold back revers and stitch lightly to 
bodice. Stitch down facing to neck edge. 

COUAR: 

With No. 10 needles and right side of revers 
facing, begin 4 sts. from neck edge and pick up 
and knit 35 sts. to shoulder, 31 sts. across back 
of neck, 35 sts. to within 5 sts. on right revers. 
15/ row —Knit. Work 47 rows. Cast off loosely. 
Fold in half. Sew up ends on wrong side 
and hem down back of collar. Press carefully 
on wrong side with a damp cloth and hot iron. 

SHOULDER PADS: 

With No. 10 needles cast on 4 sts. Work in 
stocking-st., increasing 1 st. at each end of next 
and every following row until there are 48 sts. 
on needle. Knit 1 row, purl 1 row. Dec. 1 st. 
at each end of next and every row r until 4 sts. 
remain. Cast off. Joiiv sides, pad lightly and 
sew to top of sleeve.

. FINISHING A KNITTED GARMENT 

The correct finish and blocking of knitted garments is 
very important. Hfre are instructions to help you 
achieve the professional look : 

Blocking: 

Do one piece at a time. Using rust-proof pins, pin 
each piece, wrong side up, along the edges, fastening 
it to a turkish towel on an ironing board or table. 
Follow exactly the line you wish to retain—it’s wise 
to cut a paper pattern for each piece, following the 
desired measurements, and pinning the piece to fit 
this pattern. If the garment is ribbed, or in a tight 
clinging stitch, the piece may need to be stretched 
slightly. Use a damp cloth and a moderately hot iron, 
and press lightly over the cloth, allowing the steam to 
go through the garment. Don’t let the iron rest heavily 
on the article. 

Leave the pieces on a flat surface to dry. The other 
side can then be steamed in the same way, if desired. 
Ribbing such as at waist and cuffs should not be 
stretched, but only very lightly steamed. Steam out 
creases and pin marks. 

Jpiiting: 

Sew pieces together, being careful that edges meet 
evenly. Be careful, also, to match rows wherever 
possible, easing in any extra fullness—this is especially 
important in striped garments like the dress and jacket 
in this book. In sewing in sleeves; be sure to ease the 
fullness toward the top, not fearing to Overlook the 
pointed corners of the sleeve cap to give a smootlr 
rounded arch to the shoulder line. These corners 
protruding on the inside can always be caught under 
shoulder pads. When sewing skirt seams, place on a 
flat surface and pin edges evenly, then sew tightly to 
prevent sagging. Another method of sewing the 
garment together is to pin edges and sew with a 
narrow dressmaker’s seam, using back stitch. Shoulders 
should be taped to retain a neat fit. 

Always press all seams lightly under the damp cloth 
after joining. 
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Combine tiny cap sleeves, to-day's fashion 
darling of slender teenagers with soft-as- 
a-kitten angora and you have a delicious 
party jumper. We made ours with a 
cunning arrangement of colour, graduating 
from dark to light (incidentally a wizard 
waist-line optical illusion), but if you 
want to use up scraps of old wool, you 
make it in variegated stripes—or even all 
the one colour. We don't mind at all. 
The pattern is the easiest thing in the 
world to follow for the

Materials: 

1 oz. 3-ply Crochet wool in 5 different colours, 
3 balls “Fuzzy-Wuzzy” Angora in light colour, 

2 balls in dark toning colour Angora ; 1 pair 
each Nos. 12 and 10 needles, 4 No. 13 needles, 
pointed at both ends ; 5 small buttons. 


Mote: 

Original was made in five shades of the 
same colour, with light and dark Angora to tone. 
As only small quantities—sufficient to knit 20, 
16 and 12 rows respectively—are required for 
four of the colours forming stripes, scraps of 
Crochet wool on hand may be used. But 
remember that 1 complete skein of Crochet wool 
for ribbing and colour at base of jumper, and 4 
complete balls of Angora are required. Through¬ 
out the following directions, colours are referred 
to simply as A, B, C, D, E, working from 
darkest to lightest toning. 


Measurements: 

To fit bust 32-34 inches ; length from shoulder 
to lower edge, IS inches. 

Tension of Knitting: 

7£ sts. and 10 rows to 1 inch. 

BACK: 

With No. 12 needles and colour A, cast on 100 
sts. and work 32 rows (3 inches) in rib of K. 1, 
P. 1, knitting into backs of all knit sts. Change 
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to No. 10 needles. Continue in stocking-st., 
increasing 1 st. at each end of 5th and every 
following 4th row until there are 132 sts. on 
needle. Work 19 rows even. (Work should 
now measure 11£ inches). Work colour stripes 
in this order from top of ribbing : Work 2 rows 
colour A, 2 rows dark Angora 6 times ; change 
to colour B, work 2 rows B, 2 rows dark Angora 
5 times, change to colour C, work 2 rows C, 2 
rows dark Angora 4 times ; change to colour D, 
work 2 rows D, 2 rows dark Angora 3 times ; 
change to Colour E, work 2 rows E, 2 rows light 
Angora 3 times. Continue from here using 
light colour Angora only for yoke and sleeves. 


YOKE: 

Continue in stocking-st., increasing 1 st. at each 
end of next and every following 6 th row until 
there are 142 sts. on needle. Work 5 rows even. 
147/A row —K. 75, turn (leave remaining 67 sts. 

on a spare needle for opposite side). 

148 th row —K. 4, purl to end. 

149/A row— K. 72, w.fd., K. 2 tog., K. 1 . 

15C )th row —K. 4, purl'to end. 

151 st row —Knit. 

152 nd row —K. 4, purl to end. 

153 rd row —Knit. 

154 th row —K. 4, purl to end. 

1 55th row —Knit. 

156/A row —K. 4, purl to end. Repeat last 8 
rows twice, then 149th and 150th rows once. 
175th row —Cast off 16, knit to end. 

176/// row —K. 4, purl till 10 remain, turn. 
117th row —Knit. 

178 th row —K. 4, purl till 20 remain, turn.

174/A row —P. 2 tog., purl. 

175/A row —Cast off 16, knit. 

176/A row —P. 2 tog., purl till 10 remain, turn. 
177/A row —Knit. 

178/A row— Purl till 20 remain, turn. 

179/A row —Knit. 

180/A row —Purl across 30 sts. Cast off. 

To Moke Up: 

Press very lightly u^ider a damp cloth with a 
warm iron. Join side and shoulder seams. 

To Finish Gap Sleeves: 

With set of 4 No. 13 needles and right side of 
work facing, pick up and knit 109 sts. right 
around sleeve edge. 

15/ rd. —Knit. 

2nd rd. —K. 1, * w.r.n., K. 2 tog., repeat from 

* to end. 

N.B.—Be careful to keep correct pattern 
stitches between needles. 

3rd rd. —Knit. Cast off, using one No. 12 

needle. 

Turn back cast-off edge and slip stitch along on 
inner edge where sts. were picked up, thus 
forming picot. 

To Finish Neck: 

With set of 4 No. 13 needles, and right side of 
work facing, pick up and knit 131 sts. right 
around neck, commencing from opening at left 
back. 

15/ row —Purl. 

2nd row —K. 1, * w.r.n., K. 2 tog., repeat from 

* to end. 

3rd row —Purl. Cast off, using one No. 12 
needle and finish off as for Sleeves. 

Catch back under flap on back opening and sew 
on buttons to correspond with buttonholes.

22nd row —Purl. Work 8 rows in stocking-st. 
315/ row —K. 69, P.U.L., K. 2, P.U.L., K. 69. 

Work 7 rows in stocking-st. 

39 th row— K. 70, P.U.L., K. 2, P.U.L., K. 70. 

Work 7 rows in stocking-st. 

47 th row— K. 71, P.U.L., K. 2, P.U.L., K. 71. 

Work 7 rows in stocking-st. 

55/A row —K. 72, P.U.L., K. 2, P.U.L., K. 72. 

Work 7 rows in stocking-st. 

63 rd row —K. 73, P.U.L., K. 2, P.U.L., K. 73. 
Work 7 rows in stocking-st. (150 sts.). 

LEFT LEG: 

715/ row —K. 75, turn, (leave remaining sts. on 
spare needle for Right Leg). 

12nd row —Purl. 

13rd row —K. 2 tog., knit till 2 remain, K. 2 tog. 
14th row —Purl. Repeat last 2 rows 18 times. 
111/A row —K. 2 tog., knit to end. (36 sts.). 

Work 17 rows in stocking-st. 

129/A row —K. 2 tog., knit till 2 remain, K. 2 
tog. Work 3 rows in stocking-st. Repeat 
last 4 rows. (32 sts.). 

Instep Flap: 

137/A row —K. 16, turn. 

138/A row —P. 10, turn. Work 20 rows on these 
10 sts. in stocking-st. Break off wool. Slip 
sts. on to spare needle.

159 th row —Join in wool at beg. of flap, knit up 
15 sts. down side, K. 10 from needle, knit 
up 15 sts. down opposite side, K. 16. (62 sts.). 
Work 4 rows in garter-st. Cast off. Return 
to sts. on spare needle. 

RIGHT LEG: 

71s/ row —Join in wool, K. 75. Repeat from 
72nd to 110th rows inclusive of Left Leg. 
111/A row —Knit till 2 remain, K. 2 tog. (36 
sts.). Repeat from 112th to 136th rows in¬ 
clusive of Left Leg. (32 sts.). 

Instep Flap: 

137 th row —K. 26, turn. 

138/A row —P. 10, turn. Work 20 rows on these 
10 sts. in stocking-st. Break off wool. Slip 
sts. on to spare needle. 

159/A row —Join in wool at beg. of flap, knit up 
15 sts. down side, K. 10 from needle, knit 
up 15 sts. down opposite side, K. 6. (62 sts.). 
Work 4 rows in garter-st. Cast off. 

To Make Up: 

Sew down centre front and each leg. Sew small 
length of elastic under each instep flap. Press 
under a damp cloth with a warm iron. 

STRAPS (two alike) : 

With No. 7 needles cast on 11 sts. 

Is/ row —K. 1, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * till 
2 remain, K. 2. 

2nd row —* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * till 1 
remains, K. 1. Repeat last 2 rows 47 times. 

Buttonhole: 

* 97 th row —K. 2, P. 1, K. 1, P. 2 tog., join in 
small length of wool, P. 1, K. 1, P. 1, K. 2 
(with length of wool). 

98/A row —(K. 1, P. 1) twice, K. 1, on opposite 
side (K. 1, P. 1) twice, K. 1. 

99/A row —K. 2, P.* 1, K. 1, inc. in next st., 
continue with same ball of wool, (P. 1, K. 1) 
twice, K. 1. Repeat 2nd row, then 1st and 
2nd rows 3 times. Repeat 97th to 99th rows 
inclusive once. Dec. 1 st. at each end of next 
4 rows. Then S. 1, K. 2 tog., P.S.S.O. 
End off. 

Sew straps to back of Leggings, cross, and 
button to two buttons sewn to front of Leggings. 
Second buttonhole in each strap provides for 
adjustment. 

JUMPER 

Materials: 

3 (2 oz.) skeins Sports wool in main colour ; 1 
(2 oz.) skein in contrast colour ; 1 pair each Nos. 
10 and 7 needles ; 1 Crochet hook ; 4 small 
buttons. 


Measurements: 

Length from shoulder to lower edge, 14 inches ; 
around chest at underarm, 22 inches ; sleeve 
seam, 8 inches. 

Tension of Knitting: 

5| sts. and 7 rows to 1 inch. 

Special Abbreviation: 

P.U.L.—pick up loop before next st., and knit 
into back of it. 



BACK: 

With main colour wool and No. 10 needles, 

cast on 64 sts., and work 19 rows in rib of 
K. 1, P. 1. 

20 th row —* (K. 1, P. 1) 7 times, K. 2 tog., 
repeat from * 3 times. (60 sts.). Change to 
No. 7 needles and work 6 rows in stocking- 
st. Change to contrast wool, knit 1 row, 
purl 1 row. Change back to main colour 
wool and repeat last 8 rows 4 times, then 
work 6 rows in stocking-st., in main colour. 

To Shape Armholes: 

67 th row —With contrast wool, cast off 4, knit 
to end. 

68/A row—Cast off 4, purl to end. (Note : For 
remainder of pattern, change to contrast 
wool for stripe every 7th and 8th row as 
previously).

With main colour wool and No. 10 needles cast 

on 36 sts., and work 19 rows in rib of K. 1, P. 1. 

20//* row—* (K. 1, P. 1) 3 times, K. 2 tog., 
Repeat from * 3 times, (K. 1, P. 1) twice, 
(32 sts.). Change to No. 7 needles. Con¬ 
tinue in stocking-st., keeping continuity of 
stripes, as previously, and increasing 1 st. at 
each end of 7th and every following 6th row 
until there are 42 sts. on needle. Work 7 
rows fn stocking-st. 

59th row —Cast off 3, knit to end. 

60 th row —Cast off 3, purl to end. 

615/ row —K. 2 tog., knit till 2 remain, K. 2 tog. 

52nd row— Purl. Repeat last 2 rows 3 times. 

69 th row —K. 2 tog., knit till 2 remain, K. 2 tog. 

19th row —Purl. 

715/ row —Knit. 

12nd row —Purl. Repeat last 4 rows inclusive. 

11th row— K. 2 tog., knit till 2 remain, K. 2 tog. 

78//* row— P. 2 tog., purl till 2 remain, P. 2 tog. 

Repeat last 2 rows twice, then 77th row once. 

Cast off remaining 10 sts. 


To Make Up: 

Join side, sleeve and right shoulder seams. Sew 
up half of left shoulder. 


Neck Roll: 

With main colour wool and No. 10 needles, 
pick up and knit 19 sts. along left front to sts. 
on thread, knit these 6 sts., pick up and knit 
19 -sts. to right shoulder, work across 14 sts. left 
at back, thus—P.U.L., (K. 2, P.U.L.) 6 times, 
(K. 1, P.U.L.) twice, (67 sts.). 


row—* K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * till 1 
remains, K. 1. 

2nd row —K. 1, * K. 1, P. 1, repeat from * till 
2 remain, K. 2. Repeat 1st and 2nd rows 3 
times, 1st row once.

31 times, (P. 1, K. 1) 3 times, (74 sts.). 
Repeat 109th to 124th rows inclusive of 
yoke pattern once, then 109th to J12th 
rows inclusive. Cast off 4 at beg. of next 
4 rows, then work 2 tog. at each end of next 
16 rows. Cast off. (26 sts.). 

To Make Up: 

Press lightly on the wrong side under a damp 
cloth with a warm iron. Join side and sleeve 
seams. Set in sleeves, easing in fullness at top. 

To Finish Neck: 

Join 11 sts. of each shoulder. With Crochet 
hook and right side of work facing, work picot 
edge around Front of neck thus : * 43 d.c. across 
Front from shoulder to shoulder; 1 ch. to turn. 
2nd row — 1 d.c. into each d.c. 

3 rd row —* 1 d.c. into each of next 2 sts., 4 ch., 
slip-st. back into 1 st ch., 1 d.c. into next d.c., 
repeat from * till 1 st. remains, 1 d.c. into 
last d.c. 

To Finish Shoulder: 

Join in at shoulder seam, with right side facing, 
work 12 d.c. to neck edge, 3 ch. to turn, * miss 
2 d.c., 1 d.c. in each of next 2 d.c., 3 ch., repeat 
from * once, 1 d.c. into last d.c. Work other 
shoulder to correspond. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with these button loops. 

To Finish Back: 

Work Crochet edge thus ; join in wool inside 
shoulder edge and work 40 d.c. right across 
shoulder, back of neck and opposite shoulder, 

1 ch. to turn. 


2nd row — 1 d.c. into each d.c., 1 ch. to turn. 

3rd row —1 d.c. into each of 11 d.c., 4 ch., 
repeat picot as in 3rd row of Front edge 
across back of neck and finish off opposite 
shoulder with 1 d.c. into each st. of 11 d.c. 

JACKET 

Tension of Knitting: 

16 sts. and 19 rows to 2 inches. 

With No. 9 needles cast on 175 sts. 

Is/ row —* K. 1 , P. 1, repeat from * till 1 
remains, K. 1. Repeat 1st row 6 times. 

Xth row —(K. 1 , P. 1) 3 times, K. 1 , P. 2 tog., 

* P. 1 , K. 1, repeat from * to end. 

9 th row —(K. 1, P. 1)3 times, K. 1 , repeat from 

* of 109th row of yoke of Dress until 7 
remain, (P. 1, K. 1) 3 times, P. 1. Continue 
in pattern, keeping 7 sts. in moss-st.. on 
either end of work, and repeating the 16 
rows of yoke pattern (109th to 124th rows 
inclusive) 3 times, reading 7 moss-sts. in¬ 
stead of K. 1 on either end of every row. 
(Note : Be careful to make 1 st. at end of 
repeat of 119th and beg. and end of 120th 
rows). 

57 th row —(K. 1, P. 1) 3 times, K\ 1 , repeat 
from * of 109th row 5 times, turn, leave 
remaining sts. on spare needle.

60 th row— K. 2 tog., repeat from * of 110 th 
row till 7 remain, (K. 1, P. 1) 3 times, K. 1. 
Repeat from 113th row of yoke pattern 
(keeping 7 moss-sts. in border at front edge 
as previously) to 124th rows inclusive, then 
109th to 120th rows inclusive. 

To Shape Neck: 

85/// row —Cast off 15, repeat from* * of 121 st 
row to end. Work 3 rows of pattern to com¬ 
plete block, then repeat 1 st row of pattern. 

90 th row— Cast off 13, K. 7, P. 2 , K. 3. 

9D/ row —P. 3, K. 2, P. 7, cast off remaining 
12 sts. Return to sts. on spare needle. Join 
in wool at inner edge. 

51 th row —Cast off 5, P. 3, repeat from * of 
109th row 9 times, turn, leave remaining 47 
sts. on spare needle. 

58/A row —Cast off 5, K. 3, repeat from * of 
110th row till 3 remain, K. 3. Work 2 rows 
in pattern, knitting 2 tog: at each end of both 
rows. Now repeat from 113th to 124th rows 
of yoke pattern inclusive, then 109th to 124th 
rows inclusive. Cast off 13 3 t beg. of next 2 
rows, cast off 12 at beg. of next 2 rows^ 
Cast off remaining 16 sts. Return to 47 sts. 
on spare needle. Join in wool at inner edge.

51th row —Cast off . 5, P. 3, repeat from * of 
109th row till 7 remain, (K. 1, P. 1) 3 times, 

K. 1. 

5Hth row —(K. 1, P. 1) 3 times, K. 1, repeat

K. 2 tog. 

59th row— P. 2 tog., repeat from * of 109th row 
till 7 remain, (K. 1, P. 1) 3 times, K. 1. 
Continue from 112th row of yoke pattern, 
working to correspond with Right Front. 
Note : Shaping for neck and shoulders will 
occur 1 row below that of Right Front. Be 
careful to keep pattern in order after neck 
shaping, only losing 1 block of 8 pattern 
sts. when casting off. 

SLEEVES (bolh alike): 

With No. 9 needles cast on 39 sts. and work 4 
rows in moss-st. 

5th row —(K. 1, P. 1) 5 times, (inc. in next st.) 

19 times, (P. 1, K. 1) 5 times, (58 sts.). 
Continue in yoke pattern, as in main part of 
Jacket, repeating* 109th to 124th rows, at the 
same time, increasing 1 st. at each end of 7th 
and every following 4th row until there are 
74 sts. on needle. Work 1 row. Keep the 
increased sts. in reverse stocking-st. for 
easier working. Cast off 4 at beg. of next 4 
rows, then work 2 tog. at each end of next

To Make Vp: 

Press lightly on the wrong side under a damp 
cloth with a warm iron. Join shoulder and sleeve 
seams and set’in sleeves. 

COLLAR: 

With wrong side of work facing and No. 10 
needles, begin at centre of moss-st. border and 
pick up and knit 77 sts. around neck. Continue 
in moss-st., increasing 1 st. at each end of every 
alt. row 6 times. Work 1 row. Cast off in moss- 
st. Make 3 small crochet button loops on right 
front edge below collar, as on shoulders of Dress. 
Sew on buttons. 

BONNET 

With No. 9 needles cast on 89 sts. and work 8" 
rows in moss-st. 

9th row —K. 1, P. 1, K. 1, inc. in next st., K. 4, 

P. 3, K. 2, P. 6, K. 2, P. 3, K. 6, repeat 
from * of 9th row of Dress till 3 remain, 
K. 1, P. 1, K. 1. 

10//* row —IC 1, P. 1, K. 1, repeat from * of

61s,/ row —K. 1, P. 1, K. 1, (K. 2 tog.) 7 times,

Repeat from 111th 
to 124th rows of yoke pattern on these 10 
sts. Break off wool. Join in on 26th row and 
with right side facing, knit up 16 sts. down 
side of flap just completed, K. 10 across 
front. Knit up 16 sts. down opposite side of 
flap, K. 16.

P S S O K 1 

55th row —K. 1, K. 2 tog., K. 26, S. I, K. 1, 
P.S.S.O., K. 2 tog., K. 26, S. 1, K. 1,

56th row —As 50th row. Cast off. (58 sts.). 

To Moke Up: 

Sew up back seam and under foot. Press lightly 
on the wrong side under a damp cloth with a 
warm iron. Thread ribbon through holes at 
ankle.
